1963  has  come  to  a  close  and  it  is  another  year 
that  we  can  be  thankful  that  there  were  no  building 
losses  by  fire  in  Effingham. 

Our  department  answered  ten  fire  calls  this  year. 
These  included,  two  building  fires,  both  in  the  town 
of  Wakefield,  one  brush  fire,  three  chimney  fires,  one 
flooded  oil  burner,  one  overheated  stove  and  two  fires 
at  the  dump. 

Through  the  generosity  of  Mr.  John  Zaninni  of 
Lowell,  and  who  also  owns  a  summer  home  on  Rumery 
Hill,  the  department  is  the  owner  of  a  Pontiac  Bar- 
nette  Ambulance  which  will  be  available  for  any  emer- 
gency. In  Effingham,  the  phone  numbers  to  call  are: 
539-6628  or  539-4846.  DO  NOT  oill  the  fire  depart- 
ment number  for  ambulance  service. 

We  have  purchased  a  Mack  truck  running  gear 
which  is  at  the  present  time  being  fitted  with  a  1000 
gallon  tank  and  other  facilities  for  taking  care  of  hose, 
tools,  ladders  and  other  fire  fighting  gear,  including 
a  compartment  for  a  portable  pump.  We  expect  this 
truck  will  be  ready  for  service  before  the  snow  is  gone. 

We  would  like  to  thank  the  people  in  Effingham 
for  their  co-operation  in  helping  us  prevent  fires, 
especially  during  the  extremely  explosive  period  in 
October  when  a  carelessly  tossed  match  or  cigarette 
could  have  caused  a  disaster.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND   YOUR  DISTRICT   CHIEF 

During  the  past  year  New  Hampshire  faced  the 
greatest  forest  fire  threat  to  its  woodlands  in  more 
than  sixty  years.  The  continued  drought  brought 
home  to  our  citizens,  as  never  before,  the  potential 
threat  of  destructive  fires  to  their  beautiful  and  val- 
uable forests,  homes  and  livelihood.  In  true  Ameri- 
can tradition  of  meeting  a  common  threat  by  volun- 
teer effort,  this  fire  danger  was  minimized  by  active 
prevention,  patrol  and  a  relinquishing  of  personal 
rights  for  the  common  good.  It  was  the  greatest 
demonstration  of  public  cooperation  ever  experienced 
by  those  responsible  for  local  and  state  fire  control. 
The  ready  forces  of  volunteer  fire  services  kept  the 
losses  low.  For  their  effort  and  public  response  the 
general  fire  service  expresses  its  heartfelt  thanks 
for  a  job  well  done. 

Prevention  however,  is  not  just  an  activity  for 
the  bad  fire  years.  It  must  be  practiced  until  it  be- 
comes a  part  of  our  public  conscience — a  habit.  Just 
plain  carelessness  with  fire  causes  too  many  of  our 
fires. 

The  following  practices  and  suggestions  will  help : 

1.  Always  have  a  permit  for  outdoor  burning  and 
burn  within  the  terms  of  the  permit  and  in  a  safe 
place.  Burn  late  in  the  afternoon  when  the  wind  is 
down  or  on  rainy  or  damp  days.  Check  your  fire  and 
if  winds  develop  extinguish  it  promptly. 

2.  Carry  your  rubbish  to  the  public  dump — • 
it's  safer.  A  neglected  backyard  incinerator  causes 
many  fires. 

3.  Never   discard   lighted    cigarette    or   match. 
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Make  this  a  year  round  habit  regardless  of  the  safety 
of  your  surroundings. 

4.  Children  caused  fires  are  now  a  major  con- 
cern. Keep  matches  away  from  them  and  teach  them 
to  respect  fire  and  not  make  it  a  subject  of  play. 

Let's  all  join  with  "Smokey  the  Bear"  and  "Keep 
New  Hampshire  Green"  and  growing  in  1964.

Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Effingham: 

This  is  the  final  report  of  a  Superintendent  of  Schools  to  the 
School  District  of  Effingham.  The  report  in  future  years  will  be  that 
of  the  Governor  UJentuorth  Regional  School  District  of  which  Effingham 
is  an  integral  part.   It  has  been  a  pleasant  experience  to  serve  as 
interim  Superintendent.   That  it  has  been  pleasant  is  a  tribute  to  the 
school  bBard,  staff,  pupils  and  citizens.   All  groups  have  sincerely 
and  conscientiously  striven  to  solve  the  educational  problems,  as  they 
appeared,  with  the  guiding  thought  "bJhat  is  best  for  the  children." 
LJhen  this  approach  is  used,  solutions  are  not  too  difficult.   The  district 
has  indeed  been  fortunate  to  have  officers  and  staff  who  are  so  concerned 
uiith  the  best  solutions,  not  necessarily  the  easiest. 

There  were  no  changes  in  professional  staff.   Mrs.  Sanborn  continued 
to  serve  as  nurse,  Mrs.  Blouin  as  music  instructor,  Mrs.  Lloyd  and  Mr, 
Martin  as  classroom  teachers.   This  continuity  tends  to  cause  schools  to 
operate  uell.   It  is  desirable  when  it  can  be  achieved. 

The  problems  facing  education  are  many  and  varied.   The  problems 
which  are  fundamental  to  a  successful  program  are  staffing  and  curriculum. 
The  problem  of  staffing  is  the  basic  one.   Houi  uje  can  continue  to  recruit 
able  professional  teachers  with  the  competition  of  industry  is  the  crux 
of  the  situation.   Salary,  working  conditions  and  community  relations 
with  the  staff  are  some  of  the  factors  which  properly  adjusted  can  aid  in 
the  recruitment  of  high  calibre  personnel.   With  the  competition  from  urban 
areas  the  salary  levels  can  only  move  in  one  direction.   The  financial 
requirements  for  good  schools  will  increase  as  long  as  the  current  inflationary 
spiral  persists.   If  a  school  district  can  meet  this  challenge,  finances, 
provide  good  working  condition?, and  community  cooperation  the  problem  of 
staffing  can  be  met. 

The  curriculum  problem  is  a  sE-rious  one.   As  the  amount  of  knowledge 
in  all  areas  increases,  the  necessity  of  imparting  this  expanded  store  of 
information  becomes  more  difficult.   The  problem  is  a  multiple  one.   The 
basic  question  is,  what  knowledge  does  the  citizen  of  tomorrow  need  to 
compete  successfully  in  the  nation  and  the  world?  Once  this  question  is 
answered  the  problem  of  determining  the  amount  of  material  to  be  assimila- 
ted in  a  normal  program  of  12  academic  years  has  to  be  met.   Assuming  this 
to  be  solved  satisfactorily  the  problem  of  organizing  the  selected  materials 
in  a  spiral  of  ascending  difficulty  presents  the  final  problem.   The  first 
problem  -  selection  of  the  essential  subject  matter  is  a  constantly  changing 
one.   As  society  gains  new  knowledge  and  understandings  the  essential 
materials  change.   To  meet  this  change,  education  and  educators  must  be 
alert  and  adapt  the  subject  matter  as  necessary.   Uith  educational  research 
as  a  source  of  needed  help  this  problem  can  be  met. 

The  second  phase  -  organization  of  the  selected  materials  into  a 
body  of  knowledge,  desirable  and  attainable  in  a  12  year  span,  becomes 
the  problem  of  the  staff.   The  staff,  grades  1  -  12,  determines  how  much 
of  the  desired  information  can  be  acquired  in  the  12  year  span.   This  will 
vary  from  community  to  community.   The  local  cultural  background  will  be  a 
factor  in  this  determination.   It  must  be  constantly  changing  to  adapt  to 
society's  demands.   It  must  be  constantly  changing  to  adapt  to  advances  in 
knowledge.   It  must  he  constantly  changing  to  adapt  to  individual  abilities, 
and  backgrounds. 


The  third  phase  -  allocation  of  materials  to  grade  levels  -  is  also  a 
staff  problem.  Staff  here  is  meant  to  include  administrative  personnel  as 
well  as  teachers.  There  must  be  consideration  given  in  this  phase  to  certain 
psychological  facts.  Proceed  from  the  known  to  the  unknown;  proceed  from 
the  simple  to  the  more  complex;  proceed  from  the  concrete  to  the  abstract. 
With  these  principles  in  mind,  materials  can  be  allDcated  to  grade  levels, 
or  perhaps  more  properly  to  learning  levels. 

Perhaps  this  is  an  oversimplication  but  if  these  solutions  are  attained 
(  and  it  must  be  remembered  they  are  constantly  changing)  educational  prob- 
lems will  be  nearer  a  solution. 

The  physical  environment  for  pupils  of  the  district  will  be  improved, 
for  196'+-65.   The  two  room  school  and  the  transfer  of  Junior  High  pupils 
to  Governor  Uentworth  6  year  High  School  should  certainly  improve  the 
educational  program  for  Effingham  children. 

In  closing,  I  can  only  reiterate  what  I  said  in  opening  this  report  - 
it  has  been  pleasurable  to  help  in  many  ways  to  enhance  educational 
opportunity  where  so  many  -  staff,  board  and  citizenry  are  willing  to  work 
to  provide  the  best  possible  for  the  children.
